been brought safely out of Northern France and Belgium. 
They have been landing daily at ports on the South Coast. 

- "Until now no hint could be given of this‘\—.one of the 
most glorious feats in the history of British arms.. For 
days I have seen thousands of men landed from overcrowd- 
ed ships — men in the last stages of exhaustion and hunger, 
. but with spirit unbroken. and rifles slung. _ 

I have seen men with the soles of their boots worn thin, 
uniforms covered in mud and bloodstained, and I have heard 
their stories of 14 days’ continuous marching and fighting, . 
with never a minute free from the fury of bombs.and guns. 


The Navy and the Air Force have 
made possible the safe evacuation 
from the blazing beaches and de- 
molished quays of Flanders. 

SHIP, SHELLED 

A major described his particular 
-journey in a_ ship crammed with 
trodps, some of them wounded. 

“Our ship. was’ shelled while we 
were loading and while we were pro-. 
ceeding to sea,” he said. “We were 
bombed from the air and attacked by 
submarine—but we -got through safe- 


“This was possible because the fire 
of our warships and the attacks of 
our aeroplanes subdued the efforts 
of the enemy, |;

Petrie’s biography of Austen Cham- 
berlain,*. covers the - years from 1914 
to itg. subject's death in March, 1937.
